After 
they had taken the money, how-

Then the pair ran to the waiting 
car and drove away. 

The shot was fired at close 
range an® tore a two-inch hole in 
the cashier's back, on the eft 
side.

MOVE 10 IMPEACH 
JUDGE C.8. HARDY 
F LOS ANGELES 


Resolution Charging ‘‘Mis- 
demeanor in Office” Is 
Introduced in the Califor- 
nia State Assembly. 


By the Associated Press. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Jan. 18.— 
A resolution for the impeachment 
of Superior Judge Carlos 8. Hardy 
‘of Los Angeles was introduced in 
the State Assembly today by Rep- 
resentative Walter Little of Los 
Angeles. The resolution provided 
that Judge Hardy “be impeached 
for misdemeanor in office,” the 
charges resulting from his accept- 
ing a $2500 legal fee from Mrs. 
Aimee Semple McPherson, evang- 
clist. while he held a position on 
the bench, 

After considering Judge Hardy’s 
case at Miami Beach, Fla., Wednes- 
day the executive committee of the 
American Bar Association expelled 
him from membership on the 
grounds of unethical conduct. 

Commenting on the impeachment 
move, the jurist declared that his 
opponents in a controversy with the 
California Bar Association feared 
d feat in a case which has reached 
the State Supreme Court and “hope 
to rush this other attack through 
before the Supreme Court makes 
its findings known.” 

A decision of the Los Angeles 
Superior Court upholding Judge 
Hardy in his refusal to testify be- 
fore a committee of the State Bar 
Association concerning his dealings 
with Mrs. McPherson has been ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Hardy has asserted that 
there was nothing wrong in ac- 
cepting the McPherson fee. He con- 
tends the money was for advice 
given before the evangelist was 
prosecuted for conspiracy in con- 
nection with her story of having 
been kidnaped several years ago. 


Mrs. McPherson’s check for 
$2500, which was accepted by 
Judge Hardy, was dated Aug. 12, 
1926. At the time Judge Hardy 
was on the Superior Court bench 
and Mrs. McPherson was before 
another court on charges of con- 
spiracy to obstruct fustice. Judge 
Hardy testified in behalf of Mrs. 
McPherson in her conspiracy trial.

WHAT IS THE MONROE DOCTRINE? 


The interpretation of the Kellogg-Briand treaty 
which was supplied by the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee when the Senate ratified the freaty, contained 
a quotation from President Monroe’s message em- 
bodying the original declaration of the Monroe Doc-

trine. 
Referring to the European Powers, the message 


declared “that we should consider any attempt on, 
their part to extend their system to any portion of 
the hemisphere (Western) as dangerous to our peace | 
and safety.” 

When this declaration was made Europe was gov- 
erned by Kings and Emperors, practically banded to- | 
gether to put down any and all attempts to over- | 
throw monarchy and set up democracy. From-that | 
standpoint the original Monroe Doctrine is meaning. | 
less today. The head and front of the Holy Alii- 
ance against which this declaration was aimed was | 
the Austrian Empire, which is today completely brok- | 
en up into small monarchies with parliamentary gov- 
ernment and republics. There are only a few pow- | 
erless Kings left in Europe. The nations there are. 
either republics or are governed by temporary dic- 
tatorships. 3 

What European system of government do we now | 
fear may be extended to this country? The declara- 
tion in its original form is practically meaningless. | 
But new interpretations have been put on it. It is! 
no longer needed to protect American republics which | 
had broken away from their European rulers against 
monarchy. The doctrine has been variously inter- | 
preted. It has been used broadly to protect our sister | 
republics to the south from attack by European Pow- 
ers, and to prevent any further colonization in the) 
Western Hemisphere by European Powers. 

President Roosevelt carried the policy farther. He 
announced the Big Stick policy, under which we 
claim the right to exercise international police pow- 
ers on this hemisphere. The logic of this policy is 
that, in forbidding any attack by European Powers | 
on American republics, we assume the obligation to! 
maintain order and protect the interests of all na- 
tions.
